Frederick A. Cook could not hav e 
reached the pole, and that Comman­ 
der Peary did attain the goal, were 
statements made Saturday night by 
Hear Admiral C. M. Chester, retired. 
The officer was a member of the 
committee of the National Geograph­ 
ic society that passed upon Comman­ 
der Peary’s data and announced their 
conv ictions of their genuineness. 
The lecture, deliv ered to scientists 
in the hall of the Univ ersity club, 
created a profound impression, for it 
was ])ractically the first uttergrce of 
an official of the geographic society, 
although giv en unofficially, which has 
iiatly and openly cast discredit on Dr. 
Cook. 
Admiral 
Chester 
contended 
that 
Cook erred in saying that at a certain 
■ point in his trav els north iic wit­ 
nessed a remarkable sunset, 
ff he 
had been at that point, the speaker 
continued, he would hav e found the 
sun high in the heav ens. 
The testimony of the Eskimos who 
accompanied Dr. Cook also 'v as re­ 
v iewed. 
The testimony, the admiral 
insisted, showed conclusiv ely that the 
party witnessed the sunset at 81 de­ 
grees north, a considerable distance 
from the pole.
